Unique .Newspaper. 
J. C. Owens, publisher of the 
Burnside Item, is an interesting 
editor of a ui-i je newspaper. 
B.imside was formerly Point 
Burnside, and is in Pulaski coun- 
ty on the Southern Railroad at a 
point where it crosses the Cum- 
berland river. The town, noted 
principally as a country produce 
depot and a saw mill headquar- 
ters, has a population of 800 or 
more. 

One of the interesting feat- 
ures of the Item is that it is 
printed on the editor's farm, a 
mile and a half up the river from 
Burnside. The Item is a bright 
and newsy sheet, just the size of 
the Times and all home print. It 
is issued weekly. 

About once a week editor O- 
wens mounts his horse or har- 
nesses his skiff and drops down 
to Burnside, picks up al the lo- 
cal news and neighborhood gem- 
sip, gets from the post office a 
handful of letters from corre- 
spondents in adjecent villages, 
returns to hi- farm and proceds 
to publish one of the best print- 
ed papers in the State. Editor 
Owens is not bothered with 
strikes. "We," he says, "carry 
on farming, raise stock, and 
breed fancy fowl- as a side line. 
Before we started the paper we 
operated incubaters and raised 
large numbers of fowls for the 
market. 'We' means wife, two 
children and nrtaelf. Wife is a 
good compositor, oldest daughter 
(15) is rapid and accurate, and 
the five-year-old is a bom prin- 
ter, farmer and chicken raiser. 

The paper w as established four 
years ago and has never missed 
an issue, never printed less than 
800 paper, and now has a circula- 
tion of over 1600 copies each 
week.
